Its neutrality. 
The owner of the con- 
fiscated 
wireless outfit 
purchased 
a 
plot of land in the neighborhood of the 
coast shortly after his arrival and an- 
other German had paid a high price 
f o r a similar piece of property east of 
the port of L a Guayara. 
To the west 
of the port there are several coffee 
and cocoa estates owned by Germans 
and afforded facilities for submarine 
bases^ if their owners were that way 
inclined. 


The leading merchants of Venezuela 
ai-e mostly Germans and the importa- 
tion of dry goods and the export of 
cofCee is almost entirely in their hands. 
These mei*chants were hard hit at the 
beginning of the war, but wei-e aided

"Conferences wltli the heads of the 
cable, telephone a n d telegraph 
com- 
panies have been held in Washington 
during the week and all plans have 
been worked out in détail," said the

sonnel, previously selected and t h e gen- 
erous and 
complete co-operation

the various companies, combine to as- 
sure e.\pedition and efficiency." 


The executive order was.signed 
by 
the president under authority invested 
in him by the constitution and by the 
congressional resolution declaring the 
exi.stenco of a state of war.

ment of the regulations is delegated to 
the war and navy departments. 


The Executive Order. 
The order, dated April 28, is as fol- 
lows: 


Whereas, the existence of a state 
of war between the United 
States 
and the imperial German 
govern- 
ment makes it essential to the pub- 
lic safety that no communication of 
a character which would aid the en- 
emy or its allies shall he had. 


Therefore, by virtue of the power 
vested in me under the constitution 
and by the joint resolution 
passed 
by congress on April 6, 1917, de- 
claring the existence of a state of 
war, it is ordered 
that 
all com- 
panies or other persons, 
working, 
controlling or 
operating telegraph 
and telephone 
lines 
or submarine 
cables are hereby prohibited 
from 
transmitting 
messages 
to 
points 
without the United States and from 
delivering messages received 
f r o m 
such points, except those permitted 
under rules and regulations to be 
established by the secretary of war 
for telegraph and telephone lines, 
and by the 
navy 
for submarine 
cables. 


To these departments, respective- 
ly is delegated the duty of prepar- 
ing and enforcing rules and regula- 
tions under this order to 
accom- 
plisii the purpose mentioned. 


This order shall take effect from 
date. 
(Signed) 
WOODROW WILSON. 


Purposes of Censorship.

This is a busy season for the man with the 
plow. 
That is concedetl. 
Nevertheless, by 
a little strain of good-nature and, without any 
strain at all, some obedicnces to the good im- 
pulses of patriotism, many men with plows 
there are Avho can submit to the stress of a 
little extra plowing. As we took occasion a 
few days ago to observe, a bit of liclp from a 
good many plowmen will be ample to turn all 
the ground in and around the city that is 
wanted for the vacant-lot tmck gardeners. 


It Avill be a two-fold pity if this patriotic 
movement shaU fail for the want of good spirit 
and practical sense. We shall not like the way 
^ye are apt to be looked upon if we fail and 
nve shall miss the help the extra produetipn of 
food v/ill be to us when twin stresses of winter 
end shortages give us a wallop in the region of 
the great center plexus. This thing ought to 
be done because it is in the first place sheer 
duty to do it. It ought also to be done because 
Nve cannot very Avell get along without doing 
It. The president has summoned all the jieo- 
ple of the nation to join themselves in this 
great movement to increase the country's yjro- 
duction of food. That is as much a call to 
arms as if he had asked all the men of tlie 
nation to enlist to repel an invader. And as 
for all that, it is a call to repel an invader— 
the most ruthless invader, the most irresistible 
invader, the most thoroughly devastating in- 
vader, the most unconquerable invader that 
ever makes depredatory foray into any land. 
Hunger is the one foe that armies cannot re- 
pel or conquer—the one foe who always con- 
quers v/herever he marches. While avc arc not 
ourselves likely to come upon anything quite 
so dire as stai-A^ation, Ave shall feel the i)inch 
of hunger and the ravage of high prices if 


do not take pinident toll of the soil, and 
there are those across the seas now looking to 
great, rich, fertile America to ward them from 
actual famine and certain death. 


The appeal to men who have teams and can 
plov/ ought no longer to be without ansv.cr. 
The Avork must be done at once. If all who 
can help with it should do their bit the task 
for each would be very slight, but the total of 
the effort Avould be vast. JMayor liosey has 
called for help and the food committee has 
called for help. Both are yet calling. Those 
•who ask it will be compensated for their la- 
Tjors. 


IS ITS OWN PUNISHMENT. 


^ It is both natural and logical and, withal, 
il good sign that there should be much public 
ado concerning the case of one "Big Bill" 
Thompson, mayor of Chicago. Mayor Thomp- 
son declined to extend the city's invitation to 
the members of the French military comniis- 
Bion to visit that interesting commujiity and 
be received in form. Mayor Thompson tliought 
Chicago—as the "fifth or sixth German city" 
on thè globe—might not be placed in proper 
light and might have but poor stomach for the 
tasks of hospitality to the distinguished com- 
missioners from America's 
ally. 
The city 
council of Chicago, with more patriotism at 
heart, with more understanding in its head 
of the loyal sentiments of the city and with a 
deàl more common sense all round, took up 
the matter where "Big Bill" had sought to 
leave off and by unanimous vote extended the 
good will and hospitality of the western me- 
tropolis to the French guests of the United 
States. 


That Mayor Thompson is in bad simply 
realizes every rational expectation. He ought 
to be. There is a nation-Avide hub-bub over 
the incident. His attitude and his Avords arc 
denounced as treasonable. He is the subject 
an informal inquiry by the federal district 
Ettorney; He is the object of almost iniiversal 
objurgation in the land. 
All this is quite 
properly after the manner of affairs Avith us of 
the Ainerican nation. With the coutry at Avar 
»if4 baviog for its foe the most powerful aiid 
Yuthless mUitai^v nation that ever hasj, riseci 
to «tenace the libertito of xaankincl, it rather 


behooves every Ainericau .to stand at attenr 
tion for orders and to give-good Avill and wel- 
come to all Avho fight on our side. ^ Mayor 
Thompson, pussyfooting Avith the coAvardly 
trfead of the most sordid of politicians, got 
safety first into his thick and addled pate and 
overdid it. It may be that his bosom harbors 
all the traitorous sentiments against which 
public Avrath declaims itself. It may be he is 
no good American. It may be he is all and 
everything that popular feeling finds itself 
of mind to describe him. Still AVC doubt it. 
"Big Bill," Ave take it, is simply an oVer- 
groAvn specimen of the genus of damphool not 
in American politics—^made so 


mainly by the abnormal fears and impulsive 
moral poltroonry that so often makes pitiable 
and contemptible coAvards of public men. 
Examples of it have been exhibited AAuth singu- 
lar conspicuousness in congress and in nation- 
al politics during the past year or tAvo. It 
finds its apotheosis in the person of Chicago's 
skulking mayor. 


But Avhy should not "Big Bill" be noAV Avell 
left to himself and the inexorable processes in 
the public mind and in the great patriotic heart 
of the republic? His name has become ana- 
thema. 
His 
closest, 
dearest and strongest 
friends arc falling aAvay from him as from a 
thing unclean. Men of spirit, self-respect and 
sound patriotism do not care to be of him or 
known of him. There is nothing in the Avhole 
federal code that deals Avith disloyalty and 
treason can break his spirit on the Avheel of 
a torture one-half so poignant as the knoAv- 
Tcdge in his own breast that decency and pa- 
triotism have outlaAved and banished him from, 
communion and fellowship at the flaming al- 
tars of Americanism. 


It is a sad fall for a man whose adA'cnt into 
the larger politics constrained friends to hail 
him as the "young man's candidate" for the 
I'.ighest office and the most exalted honors the 
nation ean bestow—a sad fall with much ac- 
companiment of didl thud, nor yet so dull as 
from it reverberates from land's end to land's 
end of the American continent the monitory 
roar that in time of Avar all who are not for 
n.s ,are against us, 
"Big Bill" is an unfor- 
(nuatc and unhappy example, but not Avithout 
his value even in a role so ignominous.

MAY 1,1898. 


It was nineteen years ago today that Com- 
modore George DeAvey sailed his little fleet of 
fighting ships into Manila bay and destroyed 
the squadron of the Spanish admiral, Montojo. 
A more thorough naA'al A^ictory Avas never 
achieved, for Commodore Dewey destroyed or 
capturcd eA'crything in sight Avhile losing 
neither diip nor man, and Avas able to hold the 
city under his guns until American land forces 
could be brought to invest and take it. 


Tlie Chicago Tribune justly observes that 
there is too much a disposition to view the 
battle of ]\lanila bay critically and so to min- 
imize it as a naval achievement. Perhaps in 
technical criticism of naval Avarfare the DeAvey 
feat may not measure so large, but it Avas no 
mere holiday affair, as it Avas. 
Commodore 
Dewey fought his ships for several hours be- 
fore the last hostile flag Avas struck. The 
Spaniards did their best to make his recep- 
tion Avarm. They shot aAvay great quantities 
of powder and ball and if they could not shoot 
straight that Avas no fault of the American 
commodore. , Their intentions Avere perfect 
and DeAvoy Avas riglit out in front to receive 
Avhat might come his Avay. 


The big thing is that Commodore Dewey 
was told to '' find the Spanish fleet and destroy 
it," and as Rudyard hath it of another inci- 
dent, "of course he Avent and did." The Tri- 
bune reasonably points out that Avhen he sail- 
ed into the narroAv channel that is the choking 
of Manila bay, Dewey Avas proceeding against 
unlaioAvn perils. 
There Avere believed to be 
mines in the channel, a matter that Avas called 
to Commodore DcAvey's attention. 
''To hell 


Avitli the mines—steam ahead." 
DcAvey had 
been Avith Farragut in the civil- Avar and un- 
der that fine tutelage had learned to swear at 
mines with vast fluency and contempt. He did 
not know to Avhat risks the land batteries 
Avould expose him—^for in competent hands 
they Avould have been most formidable—^nor 
did he knoAV that Montojo's gunners couldn't 
shoot. 


On the good faith of a first-class fighting 
man George D^Avey went in to take anything 
that Avas coming. Every fine tradition of the 
American navy—and it has'them from Paul 
Jones to DoAvcy and Schley—^was upheld and 
adorned by the battle of Manila bay. Don't 
forget that.

American Review was requested to 
present his conception of the ideal 
president." says Colonel George Har- 
vey in the current issue of that maga- 
zine, "he took pen In hand and wrote 
the following: 


It is by presence of mind in 
untried emergencies that the na- 
tive metal of a man is tested; it 
is by the sagacity to see, and the 
fearless honesty to admit, what- 
ever of truth there may be in an 
adverse opinion, in order 
more 
convincingly to expose the fallacy 
that lurks behind it, that a rea- 
soner at length gains for his mere 
•statement of a fact the force of 
argument; it is by a wise forecast 
wliich allows hostile combinations 
to go so far as by the inevitable 
reaction to become elements of his 
own 
power, 
that 
a 
politician 
proves hie genius for state-craft; 
and especially it is by so gently 
guiding public sentiment that he 
seems to follow it. by so yieldin'g 
doubtful points that he can 
be 
firm without seeming obstinate in 
essential ones, and thus gain the 
advantages of compromise with- 
out the weakness of concession: 
by so instinctively comprehending 
the temper and prejudices of a 
people as to make them gradually 
conscious of the superior wisdom 
of his freedom from temper and 
prejudice—it is by qualities such 
as these that a magistrate shows 
himself worthy to be chief in a 
co^jimonwealth of freedom. 
"It is fitting to remark forthwith 
that the editor—whose. name.. by the 
way, was James Russell Lowell—did 
not have our present chief magistrate 
in the eye of his mind," continues^Col- 
one Harvey; "It Is indeed more ihan 
Utting; it is necessary, we are proud 
and happy to sax. In the light of the 
great declaration of Woodrow Wilson, 
which will live in history as no less 
striking in substance and in form than 
that of Thomas Jefferson and quite 
as far-reaching 
in 
consequences to 
humankind as the pronouncement of 
King John of the barons of England.

"We ask our readei's to reflect upon

Grandmother of Local Mer- 
chant Made Colonial 
Banner. 


In the show winaow or the store of j 
Williaui Dygcrt, 227 East Main street, 
there is an article, hanging above the 
rings and watclics ajid firarms which is 
not for sale. It is a little hand-made flag 
with thirteen stars sewed in its faded field 
of blue. 


The little emblem of freedom, little 
over a foot long and slightly more than 
half as wide, was made by the indus- 
trious hands of the grandmother of Wil- 
liam Dygcrt, in the days when tlie roses 
bloomed in the elieeks of the grand dame 
who ha.s long since been laid to rest. 
There were bnt thirteen states in the 
union at the time when the flag was con- 
structed by Dygert's grandmotiicr. 
It 
WHS at the timc'when Indiana was an un- 
na'med i)art of the colonial possession of 
the thirteen seacoast stales. 


Dygcrt's grandjiarcnts were among the 
first to come 
to this 
tciTitory. 
They 
reared a log hut t n a tract of land north 
of Angola. The farm is still in possession 
of the Dygcrt family. 


The little flag, torn by usage and faded 
by age, i-s attached to a small hickory 
stick. 
Tlie .stick was fastened in tho 
bridle of the hor.ces which drew the spring 
wagon. The otiier of tlie pair of flags is 
in tJie possession of Dygcrt's mother, 
who is still living. 
There are four red 
and three white stripes in the home-made 
flag.

Scientific housecleaning has been as 
carefully worked out as scientific war- 
fare, but only the cxi.eptional woman 
understands Its strategy. 
Too

housekec))crK know no more of up-to- 
date sy.stem.s than 
the common 
sol- 
dier in the trenches knows of his'gen- 
eral's plans. 


One kind 
of 
housekeeping 
strat- 
egist—if she has the price—flees to 
I'alm Beach or a matinee while her 
home is being cleaned. 
She puts her 
establishment in the hands of a clean- 
ing cor})oration. 
Her walls and wood- 
work, rugs and pillows and draperies, 
mattresses and bedding, attic chests, 
biiscments and cubby-holes are treat- 
ed by a vacuum or steam process, so 
thoroughly that only the sneakiest in- 
visible germ 
escapes 
being carried 
away in a bag and cremated. 


Then 
other 
artists follow, 
adding 
the latest decorative touch to give the 
feeling of newness Avithout which no 
kind of housecleaning is quite satis- 
factory. 


Domestic strategists of another kind 
never clean house a t all. 
These arc 
the real experts. 
According to their 
science, a house must be kept in per- 
fect sanitary condition every day in 
the year. 


It never needs to be pulled apart and 
put together again, except when it is 
"done over." 
The curtains seem 
to 
remain forever fresh in .such a home 
and there is never a speck of dust be- 
hind the piano. 


Housekeepers 
of 
this 
kind 
ajjhor 
that 
old fashioned chaos known 
as 
spring housecleaning. 
There is noth- 
ing a t all new about their methods— 
except its practice. 
Women work by 
habit oftener t h a n by theory and one

persistent habit of mind is that man 
shall be reminded 
heavily of 
house- 
cleaning just at a time when his fancy 
so lightly turns to love. 


But any actual relief from the an- 
nual spi-ing agony is oiily for a few 
women. 
The m a n y must move in ac- 
cordance 
with the accepted 
custom 
and 
do 
their 
own 
stretching 
and 
reaching In the great cause of domes- 
ic sanitation. 
And as some compensa- 
tion for the ordeal, they will emerge 
with better 
figures 
than 
the Palm 
Beach refugees. 


Like the lady of leisure who lounges 
through this hard season, the woman 
who manages her own vacuum clean- 
er and stepladder, has. her own 
pe- 
culiary suitable and stylish costume— 
a simple and comfortable combination 
of overalls 
and 
short-sleeved, low- 
necked smock or loose waist. 


But even when garbed in the cor- 
rect costume and munitioned with the 
requisite cleaning compounds, vacuum 
cleaners, 
polishing mitts and 
moth- 
proof bags, a w o m a n can still m a k e a 
fine mess of the job if she t u r n s her 
home inside out and upside down. 


It is not good sense to be à martyr 
to housecleaning and' no woman need 
be if she will adopt three rules laid 
down by domestic science teachers. 


The first is to begin with the attic, 
the last is to complete the job at the 
outside cellar door, and the big rule 
for every day is to clean one room at 
a time. 


This plan is adaptable to any size 
and style of house. 
It insures the un- 
interrupted comfort of all of the occu- 
pants and 
proves the housewife an 
adept instead of a bungler.

eration. 
The standards that we have 


bands and fathers m a y have to relin- 
quish. 


Sooner or later w'e must face th« 
problem of how soldiers' families are 
to be provided for. 
I hope baby week 
will emphasize just those standards of 
health and comfort which the nation 
will want to erect for these mothers 
and children. 


All the great authorities on infant 
and child welfare agree that valuable 
as are milk stations, nurseries, clinics 
and all the other expedients for deal- 
ing with children in mass, there i!i 
nothing that can be a substitute for 
the individual care by the individual 
mother in her own home. 


It is evident that there is going to 
be an increased demand for the work 
of women in industries connected with 
the w a r and with the other activities 
of the nation.

serve the nation more profitably by 
giving intelligent care to their children 
at home. 


Mi.ss Julia Lathrop has been head 
of the children's bureau of the de- 
partment of labor since its estab- 
lishment In 1912.

After all. hte whole business of the 
children's bureau—and the thing it i.<?

That method AvhJch will give 
the 
least trouble, take t>»e least time, and 
show dally, monthly and yearly ex- 
penditures. 
An elaborate 
"system" 
has killed many an honest attempt to 
keep accounts. 


The simplest way of keeping 
ac- 
counts Is by. 
the envelope 
system. 
This plan, hoAvever. seems only ad- 
visable Avhen the income is not m u c h 
above $1,000 a year, and is received 
at 
stated 
times. 
Envelopes 
are 
marked 
and 
the 
apportioned 
sum 
placed inside. 
When money is taken, 
the date arid amount should be re- 
corded on a slip of paper and placed 
within. 
The account should be bal- 
anced weekly 
or iinonthly. 
I f . any 
money 
is borrowed form 
one en-' 
velope 
for another, 
careful 
r.ecord 
should be kept of it.

His fa- 
ther, a native German, had been in business 
in London fifty years when the war began, and 
he offered his four sons for. iiis adopted coun- 
try. 
One Ls a machinist in the British aero- 
plane service, two others are in the ranks. 


Ruhlebsn Camp Magazine makes a joke all 
the way through of its enforced ""Rest-rLife. ' 
(Ruhleben is translated "Rest-Life" very apt- 
ly.)

There was a wide 
range of talent to choose from, as Ruhleben has 
had at on® lime as many as 3000 interned. The 
paper used Is superior to that seen in the aver- 
age American magasine. 


The magazine was carefully censored, one may 
have no doubt, as it went through the Berlin 
presses of Preues, printer by appointment to the 
royal court, but the censor must have had a 
soul for jollity. Perhaps he was glad that all 
this fun had not been beaten out by the more 
horrid things.

This is a busy season for the man -with tin- 


plow. That is conceded.

a little strain oi' good-nature and, -without any 
strain at all, some obediences to the. pood im- 
pulses of patriotism, many men with plows 
there are who can submit to the. stress of a 
little extra plowing.

It may be that his bosom harbors 
all the traitorous sentiments against which 
public wrath declaims itself.

But why should not "Big Bill" be, now well 


eft to himself and the inexorable processes in 


t he public mind and in the great patriotic heart 
of the republic? His name has become ana- 
thema. His closest, dearest and strongest 
friends arc falling away from him as from a 
thing unclean. Men of spirit, self-respect and 
sound patriotism do not care to be of him or 
known of him. There is nothing in the whole 
federal code that deals with disloyalty and 
treason can break his spirit on tho wheel of 
a torture one-half so poignant as the know- 
ledge in his own breast that decency and pa- 
triotism have outlawed and banished him from 
communion and fellowship at the flaming al- 
tars of Americanism. 


It is a sad fall for a man whose advent into 


the larger politics constrained friends to hail 
him as the "young man's candidate" for the 
highest office and the most exalted honors the 
nation can bestow—a sad fall with much ac- 
companiment of dull thud, nor yet so dull as 
from it reverberates from land's end to land's 
end of the American continent the monitory 
roar that in time of war all who are not for 
us arc against us. "Big Bill" is an unfor- 
tunate and unhappy example, but not without 
his value even in n role so ignominous.

jdorc George Dcwey sailed his little fleet of 


lighting ships into Manila bay and destroyed 
the squadron of the Spanish admiral, Montojo. 
A more thorough naval victory was never 
achieved, for Commodore Dewey destroyed or 
tanturcd everything in sight while losing 
neither ship nor man, and was able to hold the 
city under his guns until American land forces 
could be brought to invest and take it. 


The Chicago Tribune justly observes thai, 


there is too much a disposition to view the 
hat lie. ol' Manila hay critically and so to min- 
im i/e it. as n naval achievement. Perhaps in 
technical crilicism <>f naval warfare the Dewey 
feat may nut measure so large, but it was no 
mere holiday affair, as it, was. 
Commodore 


Dewey fought his ships for several hours be- 
fore the last hostile ilag was struck. The 
Spaniards did their best, to make his recep- 
tion warm. They shot away great quantities 
of powder and ball and if they could not shoot 
straight, that was no fault, of the American 
commodore.

and Dcwey was right out in front to receive 
what, might come his way.

American Review was requested to 
present his conception of the ideal 
president." says Colonel George Itar- 
voy In the current issue of that maga- 
zine, "ho took pen In hand and wrote 
tho following: 


It in by presence of mind In 


untried emergencies th«t the n»- 
tivo metal of a man Is tested: It 
Is by the nagacity to see, and the 
fearless honesty to admit, what- 
ever of truth there may be In an 
adverse opinion. In order more 
convincingly to expose th« fallacy 
that lurks behind It, that a rea- 
Doncr at length gains for his mere 
statement of a fact the force of 
argument: It ic by a wise forecast 
•which allows hostile combinations 
to'go so far as by tho inevitable

power, that a politician

commonwealth of freedom.

expects an even larger observance. 


All that is important in tbc country 


depends on how we are able to take 
care of the children. They, and a. few 
of us who are too old to count in the 
Future, are the only persons likely not 1 
to be immediately concerned with the 
conduct of the war.

Just because war compels the turn-

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GODD HARVEST DEPENDS ON PROPER SEEDING OR TRANSPLANTING,

.BY A GARDENER. 


Get the best seed you can buy. 


Cheap seeds are costly. 
They -waste 


time and labor. 


Because the price of seed is higher 


this year is all the more reason you 
should study this seed and sowing 
problem. 
Also, the high price will 


. persuade you to sow more thinly. 
. That's good. Many gardens are spoll- 
. ed because sedes arc sown too thickly. 


-On almost every package of seeds 
, thi?re are directions for planting them. 
. . The depth at which seed may be 
sown vari.es with the size of the seed, 
condition of Boil and time of sowing. 


Celery, and other fine seed should be 


5ust barely covered with light sull. 
Carrots, parsnips and similar seeds 
may be planted from three-fourths of 
an inch to an inch deep; coarser seeds, 
such as peas, beans and corn, from 
two to four Inches deep, depending on 
the soil. If the soil is heavy or moist, 
shallow planting is best: if dry, the 
seed must be put in deeper. 


After having sown the seed firm the 


ground over It. Use the flat side of a 
hoe or a- board. If the soil is wet or 
cla-yey too much firming may pack it 
so the seed cannot push through. 


It is advisable to start such vege- 


tables as cabbase. tomatoes and eel co- 
in the house or hot bed and transplant 
to boxes, pots or cold frames before 
(ho weather IB warm enough to set 
them'In the ground. If it is too much 
trouble to grow these plants they may 
be purchased ready for transplanting. 


One way to start them is to take a 
cigar box, bore a few holes In the bot- 


torn for drainage, put In pieces of 
broken pots, clinkers or stones, fill up 
with rich Rarden soil Into which has 
been sprinkled a little sand, sprinkle 
the flnc seed on top, not too thickly, 
and firm the soil with a. smooth board. 


Place a glass over the box and 


stand It near a. window where it can 


Top Jeft. a lean-to against a base- 
ment window. It IMS two shies of 
boards; the- front is glass or it muslin 
frame; tho Jjack an open window of 
the basement Uirousli which warm 
air may come. Top right and Iiclinv.

pet the sun's warmth. 
Or you can 


stand it on a radiator or tho back of 
the oven, for bottom heat Is prefer- 
able. 


Sprinkle It carefully so as not to 


wash out tho seeds. If largo drops of 
water gather on tho glass the seedbed 
has too much water; cut down a bit on 
the water supply- Never allow it to 
get too dry. 
One such box will give 


you all the tomato plants you'll want; 
another 
will 
supply the cabbage 


plants, etc. Tou can got an early 
start with lettuce, onions, peppers, 


cauliflower, cucumbers and egg plant 
this way. 


If you prefer, a hotbed can be made. 


11 should be on the south side of 
house or fence. Dig a Hole about two 
feiS 
deep, nil with 
fresli 
stable 


manure, lirm down, cover with a thin 
layer of litter, such as leaf mold and 
then with four or five inches of ricli 
garden soil. 


Cover it with glass. Storm windows 


are fine, or with a framework upon 
both Hides of which Is tacked muslin. 
By putting the muslin on both sides 
you have a dead air space between the 
two layers. That keeps out the cold. 


Kaisc the glass or frame during the 


day unless the weather is too cold. 
Be sure to cover it again at night. On 
very cold nights throw a strip of car- 
pet or matting over It. On the sides 
pile up manure. 
Transplant from this bed to a. cold 


frame, which is about the same thing 
excepting that it has no manure be- 
neath it. 
By starting: your plants early you 


have the advantage of early harvests. 


The first plants that may bo started 


outdoors are beets, carrots, endive. 
lettuce, radishes, onions (sets and 
seed). 
parsley, 
parsnips, 
salsify, 


spinach, turnips. 


Onion, celery and carrot seed are 


slow germinating, and when sown out- 
doors should be sown with a few radish 
or turnip seeds to mark the line and 
permit cultivation. 


Begin 
cultivating—hoeing—shortly 


after you have sown. Of course you 
will have your rows marked so you 
won't hoe into tho sprouting seed. 


Now is the time to start killing 


weeds. 
The price of garden vege-

It is not good sense to vbe a martyr 


to housecleaning. and no woman need 
be if' she will adopt three rules laid 
down by domestic science teachers.

What is the best method of keep- 


ing household accounts? 


That method which will give the 


least trouble, take t>ie least time, and 
show daily, monthly and yearly ex- 
penditures. An 'elaborate 
"system" 


has killed many an honest attempt to 
keep accounts. 


The simplest way of keeping ac- 


counts is .by 
the envelope system. 


This plan, however, seems only ad- 
visable when the income is not much 
above $1,000 a year, and is received 
at stated 
times. 
'Envelopes 
arc 


marked 
and the apportioned sum 


placed inside. When money is taken 
the (late and amount should be re- 
corded on a slip of paper a.nd placed 
within. The account should bo bal- 
anced weekly 
or -monthly.

TOOL yonr own garden, what and when 
to plant, how to plant and caro for it.)

. .BY A GARDENER. 


Get the best seed you can buy. 


Cheap seeds are costly. They -waste 
time and labor. 


Because the price of seed is higher 


this year is all the more reason you 
should study this seed -and solving 
problem. 
Also, the high price will 


.persuade you to sow more thinly. 
. TIjat's good. Many gardens are spoil- 
_ ed because sedes are sown too thickly. 


.On almost every package of seeds 


„ there are directions for planting them. 
...The depth at which seed may be 
sown vari.es with the size of the seed, 
condition of soil and time of sowing. 


Celery, and other fine seed should be 


Just barely covered with light soil. 
Carrots, parsnips and similar seeds 
may be planted from three-fourths of 
"an inch to an inch deep: coarser seeds, 
such as peas, beans and corn, from 
' two to four inches deep, depending on 
the soil. If the soil is heavy or moist, 
shallow planting is best; if dry, the 
seed must be put in deeper. 
' 
After having sown the seed firm the 


ground over it. Use the flat side of a 
hoe or a board. If the soil is wet or 
clayey too much firming may pack it 
so the seed cannot push through. 


It is advisable to start such vege- 


; tables as cabbage, tomatoes and celery 
' in the house, or hot bed and transplant 
i to boxes, pots or cold frames before 
' the weather In warm enough to set 


them'1n the ground. If it is too much 
' trouble to grow these plants they may 
' be purchased ready for transplanting, 
• ' One way to start them is to take a 
.'cigar box, bore a few holes in the bot- 


torn for drainage, put in pieces of 
broken pots, clinkers or stones, fill up 
with rich garden soil into which has 
been sprinkled a little sand, sprinkle 
the flne seed on top, not too thickly, 
and firm the soil with a. smooth board. 


Place a. glass over the box and 


stand it near a window where it can

get the sun's warmth. 
Or you can 


stand it on a radiator or the back of 
the oven, for bottom heat is prefer- 
able. 


Sprinkle It carefully so as not to 


wash out the seeds. If largo drops of 
water gather on the glass .the seedbed 
has too much water; cut down a bit on 
the water supply. . Never allow It to 
get too dry.. One ;such box will give 
you all the tomato plants you'll want; 
another will 
supply the cabbage 


plants, etc. Tou can get an early 
start with .lettuce, onions, peppers, 


cauliflower, cucumbers and egg plant 
.this way. 


If .you prefer, a hotbed can be made. 


It should be on the south side of a 
house or fence. Dig a Hole about two 
feel 
deep, fill with 
fresh stable 


manure, firm down, cover with a thin 
layer of litter, such as leaf mold and 
then with four or five inches of rich 
garden soil. 


Cover it with glass. Storm windows 


are fine, or with a framework upon 
both sides of'which is tacked muslin. 
By putting the muslin on both sides 
you have a dead air space between the 
two layers. That keeps out the cold. 


Raise the glass or frame during the 


day unless the weather is too cold. 
Be sure to cover it again at night. On 
very cold nights throw a strip of car- 
pet" or matting over it. On the sides 
pile up manure. 
Transplant from this bed to a cold 


frame, 'which is about the same thing 
excepting that it has no manure be- 
neath it. 
By starting your plants early you 


have the advantage of early harvests. 


The first plants that may be started 


outdoors are beets, carrots, endive, 
lettuce, radishes, onions (sets and 
seed), 
parsley, 
parsnips, 
salsify, 


spinach, turnips. 
Onion, celery and carrot seed are 


slow germinating, and when sown out- 
doors should be sown with a few radish 
or turnip seeds to mark the line and 
permit cultivation. 
Begin cultivating—hoeing—shortly 


after you have sown. Of course you 
will have your rows marked so you 
won't hoe into the sprouting seed. 


Now is the time to start killing 


weeds. 
The price of garden vege- 


tables is eternal vigilance against 
weeds.

presses of Preuss, printer by appointment to the 
royal court, but the censor must have had a 
soul for Jollity.
